The prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a radiation receiving apparatus comprising, 
in addition to the other recited features of the claim, the selective airangement of a microlens in 
proximity to a less sensitive pixel in a pixel an^ay (i.e. a microlens located between the less 
sensitive pixel and a source of radiation such that a substantial amount of the first portion of the 
radiation spectrum incident upon the microlens is refi'acted to the less sensitive pixel whereby an 
inherent difference in sensitivity between the less sensitive pixel and the more sensitive pixel is 
decreased).
